Special courses in typing, shorthand and book- 
keeping are offered at local and nearby colleges 
and business schools? Secretarial applicants 
need these skills as increasing numbers of em- 
ployers adopt merit employment programs?

The more education you have usually determines 
how much money you earn? For example: Most 
persons leaving school at the 8th grade earn 
less than $4,000 a year, most high school 
graduates earn more than $1,000 a year, but 
most college graduates earn $6,000 or more a 
year. 
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
